■ To THE Editor : — Tiic notice of mo- 
tion bj tlio Hon, Provincial Secretaiy 
for "leave at an early clay to introduce 
a Bill to amend the Public School Act" 
shall be read with interest and pleasure 
by many^; under^the b^liof that; thia^act 
of legislation -^bafl bring' mir educa- 
tional system into closer harmony with 
that of tho jiarent country and of the 
other portions of the Dominion, and im- 
l)roveour Scliool Act and regulations in 
several very important particulars. The 
importance.of the subject must be our 
apology for soliciting somo little space 
in your columns and drawing public 
attention to the matter,' in 'tho hope' 
' that before tho closo of this session we 
shall have an education act differing in 
many rcBpccta (both by addition and 
omission) from the Act now in force 
in this province. Not even tho C. P. 
K. K,, which looms; up. so lorpiely be- 
fore tlio public mind. and ongrossea to 
such an extent public attention, can 
throw by its colossal shadow such a 
question as public education into tho 
shade. To many at least who expect 
to make this province their home and 
tho home of their children, the latter 
*ubjflcfc^mustr bo regarded as even more 
important than the former, inasmucii as 
^«ny thing that affects the intellectual 
and. moral welfare of the future rnttri 
and lyowicn of British Columbia must 
always be regarded as moro important 
than ^y^meje material progress..,, The 
Educatidh'A'ct is supposed to affect in 
so far as possible every child of school 
age in this country : to prej>arc for the 
duties and responsibilities of citizen- 
ship of lads who must in the near fu- 
ture watch over her interests as full 
gro'wri men ; who must give character 
^foiher lavpB, Lei* comnierco, her social 
"iife and^pnblic iiistibutions, and who if 
properly guided and inspired with 
.lofty motives of action, shall cei tainly 
be the promoters of railways and all 
necessary works in tho future. The 
(one and character of present teaching 
is far moro important, we think, even 
jtoijthe,',.mteriai. prosperity . of British 
Columbia than that one question of 
railways, which has called forth so 
many public meetings, and so much 
and such just indignation from our dis- 
appointed people. But does this arise 
' from the supposed fact that while we 
£i%y^ alM)eeil dissatisfied with the pon- 
djict of |i»o'Garifiidian governraenV'arient 
th^railjyay we have all been satisfied 
with thSEducation Act. ? Well, with 
respect to the dissatisfaction with tho 
former, we believe wc may safely • use 
the comprehensive word "all ;" but 
when wc come to .consider how 
»iany;of: the pep])le ;'of;tln8;j Province 
lialTO^bfien ^uit(S" "satisfiai"'*with the 
latter we are compelled frptn a regard 
of truth to use a very different word. 
fToisaytlmt the pi-esanti'dcts and regu- 
•laiions have been, satisfactory or are 
"liow satisfactory to the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia would not only be mak- 
ing, an unwarranted nssamption, but 
would seem to militate with apparent 
facts. It" 'would be assuming too 
much — for the clauses of the act and 
regulations have never been submitted 
to the people at the polls, and had they 
been,'^ we hazard the belief that they 
would have been thrown out by an 
•r, oiverwhelming majority. It is contrary 

■ H^'fact— as evinced by petitions for- 

warded to the governor in council from 
two at least of the religious denomina- 
tions of the country, by the existence 
and the increase of private schools in 
th(3 province where .such schools ai'o 
possible arid by the growing feeling 
against what has been not unjustly call- 
e<l "the' Godless" clauses in the regula- 
tions of our public schools. Ttesponsi- 
blo government is suppo.sed to be con- 
ducted "nccordingtotlie well understood 
wishes of tho people" and the acts of 
th6 government to be thus virtually 
the acts of the people, but like many 
d.thef ' high-sounding sta'te'ments tho 
, foregoing is often far from, being accur- 

i#ale, for "responsible governments" are 
too often unduly influenced by a per- 
sistent few, who devote themselves 
much to politics and do all they possi- 
bly can to forward their own special 
views, The people's representatives 
cannot" easily .rid themselves of such 

./,men who make themselves very utjeful : 
canvass at elections ; are irrepressible 
in their zeal and can talk the most re- 

' factory elector into submission. Of 
course the majority must bear the con- 
sequences if tbey are practically dead 
to what tlicv profess to consider as the. 
i^Bt interests of jS.l{'e,ir country and for- 
^U^j^e exorciiei^, b£c.tlie franchiso 
6ught) ''to fi very sacred and valued 
trust.

Eeport for 1878-9: "Rules and reju- 
lations for the government of public 
schools in tL« Province of British Co- 
lumbia. Art 12. 'The-highest morality 
shall be inculcated, but no religions 
doffinas or creed shall be taught. Exer- 
cises of a religious character in opening 
and closing sc/ioolare sirictly^jroh ibited." 
The italics are ours. Now let u.s ask 
what are we to understand by "dog- 
mas'?" Certainly, at least, the doctrine 
of tha Trinity is a dogma, and ths 
teacher is absolutely prohilpited from 
teaching his pupils to belifeVe in tho 
existance of God ! He is not (be it 
observed) forbidden to teach His nou- 
o.xistence. That is left entirely to his 
own judgment and feeling, and whether 
he docs so or not shall depend upon his 
own inclination. At all events, if he 
dare not teach that-//e is, he certainly 
cannot teach any responsibility" to Him. 
"No religious dogmas or creed shall be 
taught," and yet there is nothing to 
prevent a sneer at religion, or to pre- 
vent tho teacher from instilling into the 
minds of his pupils a disbelief of every- 
thing which the groat majority of the 
people of the province regard as tlio 
most sacred verities. But then you 
see he is informed "that the highest 
morality shall bo inculcated,'' But, 
why? By what arguments .shall ho 
enforco his lessons upon his pupils? 
The beauty of rirtuo? We fear tliat 
tho intclloctual and spiritual oyo of the 
average school boy is scarcely clear 
enough to see it, and especially when 
inclination and passion blind that eye 
with dust, "Virtue is its own reward." 
No doubt; but tho reward often oomos 
very slowly, and to boys and men, 
sometimes, not at all in this present 
life, at least in it fullness. Responsi- 
biltyl but to whom'/ Not to the All- 
seeing for He is olinnnated as 
the shred of an old fashioned 
belief. He is a "dogma," and 
part of a creed and is of course not to 
be mentioned under tho penalty of pos- 
sible dismLi^al, -But still there .-is tho 
responsibility to parents and to tho po- 
lice ? Yes — but practically that rospon- 
sibility onlyeflcots the boy when hisovil 
deeds aro known. If ho can only deceive 
his parents and elude tho vigilance of the 
police; if faoiis '.'smart" enough to do 
wrong and not Ifet it be known, what 
has ho to fear 1 Wo inmgine that a 
bolief in the dogmas foi'bidden in our 
public schools does not interfere with 
tiie nightly operations of littlo "Ijight 
Foot" as he pays his silent visits to our 
homes and placed' of'' businesa His 
creed is not "don't do evil for God sees 
you and to Him you arc responsible," 
but when you do evil do it in the dark 
and beware of the police. Hitherto ho 
has faithfully attended to Jiis "dogma" 
and successfully escaped. Is this the 
first fruit of a more abuadani~harvcst 
which Briti.sh Columbia shall in a few 
years reap ? 

We object to the above regulation. 
First, because of its unique character 
in British legislation. We arc Justly 
proud of the great nation of which wc 
form a part whence we draw our origin 
and whose honored and beneficent in- 
slitutidiia '?J^*TSi^"S '° 

plant and fosier in this western land. 
We boast ad nnnsecnn (if such be pos- 
sible) that we are Englishmen, and yet 
who ever heard that English statesmen 
inserted such a clause as we have quot- 
ed in the public educational acts of the 
country ? Yet England has a national 
educational act but what about "dog- 
mas and creed Why this-r7that the 
Christian religion -is.iaijgnt''; in the na- 
tional school, Scotland has also her 
national schools. Are "dogmas" and 
"creed" banished I Nay, truly — but 
Bible and Catechism even arc taught 
as was wont in her old parochial schools. 
Ont ario, Qttebe(V'NewiBrunawidk}Nova 
Scotia, Prince Edwards Island have 
each and all their public schools; but it 
fell to the lot of British Columbia alone 
to legislate a recognition of Almighty 
God out of her schools and from among 
the rising generation. So strongly was 
the religious question felt in Quebec 
and Ontario that the Protestants and 
Catholics have been granted separate 
schools and the educational grant di- 
vided between them. In the maritime 
provinces they have their common 
schools (and most efficiently are they 
conducted) and yet "exercises of a re- 
ligious character in opening and closing 
school" dxi^aily ind,ulged in. But then, 
you kn<?w, we are 'Wvariced" in our 
views in this country^ we copy Cali- 
fornia and then wo "out horod Herod.'i 
We have "leaped Niagara," however, 
and have already evidence of what wo 
may reasonably look for "after." 

But wc protest further, against tho 
above rcgulatiop,f;,^because Jtij_s a^^^ vari- 

anco wiihj th*|^<aSl'^<lM'^^f*' 
try'and^may tS ^ verj^ great ex tent 
ronder nugatory the administration of 
justice. 

Wo can well understand how to the 
minds of our judges and magistrates 
(knowing as they do the importance of 
trustworthy evidence), the present 
school regulations mu8t^,agt^ear liigtily 
objectionable,' ' But ' bow ts evidence, 
that; may save br destroy life and pro 
porty tested as to its irmtworlhi^im ? 
By'^being.-taken upon oath — tho wit- 
ness swearing upon the Holy Bible. 
Yet observo what the government of 
tho eouutrj' says upon this matter — it 
saya virtually ^;'«Yidence.Bl|all bo taken 
upon oath, tii'MUatli''8hall be upon 
Iloly Scripture;:but;we shall take care 
j that in so ,fnr,aB we are 9onccrned and, 
I se^.tp it that tliR rising ^gen^rRtioii in 



British Columbia shall know nothing 
of what that book contains nor of Him 
whose word it professes to be. But 
supposing thatithis knowledge is want- 
ing,is it not spmething worse than use- 
less still toicontinuo tho form of using 
tho ''Book" ii^ 'heretofore ? But then 
"will not pareuts and churches attend 
to this matter and seo to it that the 
children be properly instructed T' The 
answer to this is two fold, (a) we do not 
think the government entitled to put 
such a question, especially when by 
express enactment .Ihiey 'do ' wliat they 
can to prevent tho liossession of the 
knowledge 'in 'question; and (h) be- 
cause wc are convinced that leaving the 
education of tho young throughout this 
province to the voluntary exertions of 
parents and even churches is far from' 
being all that is necessary. ' Pareiits 
are often careless, careless as to the: 
Biblo themselves and careless as to 
their children. The government know 
thi.s, otlicrwiwe there would be no com- 
pulsory chuiHo in regard to mere secu- 
lar education. AgaiiiJ^hiirchos do not 
cover tho ground, and where there aro" 
no cluirclics, where ]iarents ai'o iittei'ly 
iiulifl'crcat and all religious teaching in 
school pcsitivcly prohibited, liovr are 
children ( o become proper witnesses in 
a court of justice ? 1 read some littla 
time, ago in The Colonist of tho case of 
a worthy magistrate, who had by mis 
tukousod n copy of "Gulliver's Travels" 
instead of tho Bible, and quite sympa- 
thised with him in his indignation 
when his mistake was discovered. And 
yet if by law tho children in our gov- 
ernment schools bo prevented from 
making a study of tho Bible any part 
of thoir education, ■ ai^d' if the teachers 
are prohibited from making any men 
tion of tiioir responsibility to tho Biblo 
author, why should* not tho ono book 
bo used with as much show of reason 
as the other? But moro of this matter 
anon. With many apologies for tho

The Registrar's report of births, doatln 
and nuu-riages for 187!) gives tlie total 
number of births regiHtorod in tho pro- 
vince as 223, of which number 128 -(JG 
males .md 02 females — were born in this 
city and district. Nauaimo registered u8 
.md New Westminster 14. The report 
shows a decrease of three from that of 
1878. Males preponderate over f'.Minilcs 
about 5 per cent. Marriages foot up i;!,") 
being an increase of W over tlio fornior 
year. Of those 83 belong io Victoria 
district, 20 to Nanaimo and 15 to 
New Westminster and 17 to all tho other 
districts. Eleven of those marri.-iges wore 
consummated by banns, one by civil con- 
tract and tho balance by licen.se. The 
ago of tlio eldest brido wa.s returned at 
uG years and the youngest at 15. Tho 
ago of the eldest bridegroom was o4 and 
tho_ youngest 22 years. Mixed marriages, 
that is where brido and bridegroom were 
of diti'eront religious pcrsuasion.s number 
exactly one-third of the whole. Deaths 
show an increase of 30 over tho preceding 
year. Those in this district being almost 
doublo, nearly 5 per cent, occurring 
under t hrop-years, tho figures being 96 in 
'70 to 57 in '58. In Nanaimo and New 
Woatiniuster they have decreased. In 
Cariboo they are double — five in '78 and 
ton in '79. Eleven of those deaths were 
violent ones. Tlie rest of them arc clans- 
iftcd under various heads of disease.

Railway Papers. 

A large budget of railway pajiors wore 
laid on the Speaker's table yesterday chief 
among which so far as size is concerned is 
a pamphlet of 175 pages of correspondence 
between the .Dominion, luiperial and 
Provincial Governments on the subject of 
Railroad construction from 1809 io May 
1880. * This correspondence was all pub- 
blished from session to session so that it 
contains nothing of interest to the public.

These vroro tho 
Aberystwith Castle, ch.irtored beforo ar- 
rival, GO3 ; Atuy Turner, chartered beforo 
arrival, OSs Cd ; and Guy C. U03.1, char- 
tered before arrival, at (ios Cd. The oth- 
er ship was tho Quoonstown from Briti.5h 
Columbia, which ia still disengaged. All 
of the other disengaged ships in port on 
th'o 0th, except tho Forfarshire and Spar- 
tan, ha\N3 been chartered during the in- 
terval, and at steadily improving rates. 
It is ovidoiit that shippers took the aamo 
view of tho January supply of tonnage 
that tho Bulletin diil, and concluded that 
nothing would bo gained by waiting. The 
first ships taken under this renewal of 
activity, wore tho Ivy and San Joaquin, 
the former getting Cos, to Cork and the 
latter Ola to Liverpool. Hoth aro Ameri- 
can wooden vessels, and largo can'iers. 
On tho following day the British iron ship 
John O'Gaunt w.as chartered for Liverpool 
at Cos.
